HERE As ſeveral Juſtices of the Peace of this County have committed to His Majeſty's Goals of New- 
gate, New-Priſon, and the Houſe of Correction at Clerkenwcl, in this County, ſeveral Perſons for great 
Offences by them done to His Majeſty, and ſeveral of His Subjects, which Offences have been fully prov'd 
before ſuch Juſtices to have been committed by ſuch Offenders : And ſome of the Juſtices of the Peace of 
this 2 living at a great Diſtance from the Juſtices who committed them, have by falſe Suggeſtions, 
and Miſinformation been prevailed upon without the Knowledge or Privity of ſuch Juſtices of the Peace, 
and without ſending to know what Information had been given againſt ſuch Offenders, to take inſuffici-- 
ent Bail for, or Diſcharge and ſet at Liberty ſuch Offenders, whereby they have oftentimes evaded the. 
Puniſhments which by Law ought to have been inflicted upon them, and ſuch Proceedings have occaſion'd 

reat Reflections upon the Juſtices of the Peace of this County in general. AND WHEREAS alſo 
| bo everal of the Juſtices of the Peace of this County have been prevail'd upon to grant Licences to Perſons. 
who live out of their Pariſhes and Diviſions to ſell Ale and Beer by retail, and for want of a due Knowledge and Character of ſuch Per- 
fons, obtaining ſuch Licences, ſeveral Perſons diſaffected to His Majeſty's Perſon and Government, and of lewd and debauch'd Lives, 
who keep diſorderly Houfes, are ſo Licenſed in deceit of the Juſtices of Peace who granted ſuch Licences, and to the great Annoyance 
of the Neighbourhood where ſuch Licenſed Victuallers inhabit. AND WHEREAS ſeveral Informers do apply to ſeveral Juſtices 
of the Peace of this County, to convict Perſons who live remote and out of the Diviſions where ſuch Juſtices of the Peace do inhabir, 
for ſelling Drink on Sundays, or in ſhort or unſealed Meaſures, and the like Offences, againſt the Form of ſeveral Penal Laws and Statutes 
in ſuch Caſes made and provided, and for want of knowing the true Character and Credit of ſuch Intormers, and the Perſons by them 
produced as Witneſſes to prove ſuch Offences,, ſeveral undue Convictions have been made, or at leaſt it is made very Difficult for the 
Juſtices of Peace to act with due Regard to the Publick, and the Perſons accuſed of ſuch Offences. FOR preventing and avoiding 
theſe, and the like Inconveniences for the future, It is thought fit and recommended by this COURT to the Juſtices of the Peace of 


his County, to Att in their ſeveral Diviſions according to the Rules and Directions following, v7. 


HAT before they Bail or Diſcharge any Offender who is or ſhall be apprehended or committed to any Goal within this County, 
by any Warrant from any Juſtice or Juſtices of the Peace inhabiting within the Weekly Bills of Mortality in this County, they do ſend 
to ſuch Juſtice or Juſtices of the Peace who granted ſuch Warrant, or made ſuch Commitment, and receive from him or them an 


Account of the Oftence and Charge againſt ſuch Offender, and this eſpecially in Caſes of Suſpicioa of Velony, and in all Parochical Caſes, |
